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PRELIMINARY NOTICE. 


THE Presbyterian Board of Publication went into operation 


A. D. 1838. It has now published over thirteen hundred 


works, including bound volumes, tracts, and pamphlets. 

The works enumerated in the following Catalogue are of 
every variety, from the most profound treatises in theology, 
to the simplest child’s hymn book and catechism. Many of 
them are of the highest value to theological students and 
ministers, and until issued by the Board, had never been re- 
published in this country, and could of course only be had by 
importation, and at such prices as placed them beyond the 
reach of students and ministers of limited means. 

Many of the books are designed to enlighten and es- 
tablish Presbyterians, more especially in the peculiarities of 
their own doctrines and polity. Where are to be found works 
better suited to this purpose, than Calvin’s Institutes, Fisher’s 
Catechism, Lime Street Lectures, Dickinson on the Five 
Points, The Great Supper, Matthews on the Divine Purpose, 
Miller on Public Prayer, Shaw’s Exposition of the Confession 
of Faith, Green’s Lectures on the Shorter Catechism, Hodge’s 
History of the Presbyterian Church, &c., Xe. ? 

The various expository works and Biblical helps presented 


in this Catalogue are of incalculable value. It also contains a 
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rich assortment of practical books. The Life of McCheyne has — 
been thought, by some, to rank with those of Martyn and 
Brainerd; and surely it would be difficult to find a biography 
in which there is more of a sweet and spirit-cheering piety. 
Many of the other publications of the Board in this de- 
partment are little inferior to it in literary character and prac- 
tical value. Alexander’s Religious Experience has been read 
with pleasure and profit by all denominations; while by his 
Practical Sermons, he, being dead, still continues to preach 
in many a social meeting, and to teach by many a fireside. 
Among the recent issues of the Board, we may mention Leigh- 
ton on Peter, Lathrop on Ephesians, Davies’ Sermons, Plum- 
er’s Law of God, Brown on the Gospels, the Commentaries 
of Drs. Jacobus, Hodge, and Addison Alexander, without 
which no ministerial or congregational library can be considered 
complete, and which are valuable alike for the devotional 
reading or critical study of the Holy Scriptures. The Com- 
municant’s Companion, and Communicant’s Manual, are un- 
surpassed in their adaptation to aid the people of God in their 
preparation for the sacramental table. Alexander’s Family 
Worship is incomparably the best book in this important de- 
partment on family religion extant; and as for Alleine’s Alarm, 
Baxter’s Call and Saint’s Rest, Bunyan’s Pilgrim’s Progress, 
and Holy War, Boston’s Fourfold State, Doddridge’s Rise and 
Progress,—what need is there to speak of their adaptation to 
alarm the careless, to call the unconverted to repentance, to 
explain the origin and progress of true religion in the soul, to 
instruct the pilgrim warrior in his journeyings and conflicts, 
and to point him to his everlasting rest? 

The Board has also been particularly attentive to the wants 
of our frontier settlements, of the thousands of immigrants 
that are annually thrown upon our shores, of the poor and 
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neglected in our cities, of our sailors on merchant vessels and 
ships of war, and of our soldiers in the camp and hospital. 
Hundreds of thousands of the Soldier’s Pocket Book, the 
Good Soldier, and others of its issues have been distributed 
in the camp, and field, and hospital; and eternity alone will dis- 
close the good that has been accomplished through their 
instrumentality. "I 

Nor have the children, the hope of the church, been for- 
gotten. Not less than four hundred books adapted to their 
wants have been issued. The Board have specially endeav- 
ored to guard against such works as would tend to vitiate the 
taste; and also to afford such instruction, as that the children 
should not only be trained up as Christians, but also as Pres- 
byterians. We can say with confidence that the literary and 
religious character of our Sabbath-school books, is unsur- 
passed by the publications of any kindred institution; while 
nowhere else can there be found works so fully meeting our 
denominational necessities in the religious training of our chil- 
dren. 

This Board is doing a work for the Presbyterian Church 
which can be done by no other institution. Societies of a 
general character are, from their very nature, prohibited from 
publishing anything which wears a denominational com- 
plexion. In this day, when error in every guise is so rife, 
and untiring efforts are made to proselyte from their faith, 
especially the young of our Zion, there is an imperative ne- 
cessity that our people should better understand the doctrines, 
history, government, and ordinances of the Church, within 
whose pale their lot is cast. The general circulation of the 
publications of the Board will, with the blessing of God upon 
their perusal, do much to accomplish this great object.

The biography of General Burn is instructive. He narrates with great 
Simplicity and piety the dealings of the Lord with his soul. His 
profession of religion under inadequate impressions; his subsequent 
apostasy ; the dreadful effects on his character, produced by a resi- 
dence in France ; his subsequent deliverance; his true conversion, and 
his steadfast. piety to the close of a protracted life, are topics which 
will all furnish food for serious reflection.

The pre- 
dictions of Christ in relation to the overthrow and final destruction 
of Jerusalem, were so minutely fulfilled, even his enemies being the 
witnesses, that the conviction cannot be resisted, that he was the 
Great Prophet. The prediction and fulfilment are so associated, and 
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the details are so thrilling, that young persons will regard this book 
as a very attractive one. 


Christian’s Great Interest, No. 30. 


The Christian’s Great Interest; or the trial of a saving 
interest in Christ, and the way to attain it. By the Rev. 
WILLIAM GUTHRIE, minister at New Kilmarnock, Scot- 
land, 1605. With an Introductory Essay, by the Rev. 
THomas CHALMERS, D.D. 18mo. (Cong. Lib.) 


In the minds of many readers the very name of this little work is as- 
sociated with their first gracious exercises; for it is one of the num- 
ber which used to circulate from cottage to cottage among Scottish 
Presbyterians. It has the imprimatur of successive generations. 
Although the style is old, the matter is so rich as amply to reward 
a perusal. Guthrie should not merely be read once, but be the day- 
book of those who wish to try whether they have a saving interest in 
Christ. 


Life of Andrew Melville. No. 31. 


The Life of Andrew Melville, the Scottish Reformer. 
Abridged from McCrie’s Life of Melville. With an en- 
graving.

The Life of Melville, by McCrie, is in two octavo volumes, and contains 
a vast deal of matter uninteresting to the general reader. This judi- 


cious little abridgment will be read with ease and pleasure, particu- 
larly by the young.

This is a book designed chiefly for Sabbath-school scholars, and is well 
adapted to secure the attention andinformthe mind. Itisillustrated 
with various engravings.

A Blow at the Root of Antinomianism. By the Rev. 
JOHN FLAVEL. 32mo. (Cong. Lib.) 
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A capital refutation of the odious doctrine that believers are freed from 
the moral law as a rule of life. 


Fulfilling of the Scripture. No. 38. 


The Fulfilling of the Scriptures, for confirming be- 
lievers and convincing unbelievers; by the Rev. RoBErt 
FLEMING. 18mo. (Cong. Ind.) 


This famous old Scotch work is fraught with narratives of the wonder- 
ful works ef grace in Scotland, during and after the Reformation. 
It may be regarded as affording a strong proof of the truth of the 
Scriptures.

The Lime Street Lectures have long been regarded as a standard work 
on Calvinistic theology. They have different degrees of merit, and 
yet are all characterized by forcible arguments in the illustration and 
enforcement of the great doctrines of grace. The clergyman’s library 
cannot be complete without this book, and the intelligent layman 
should be acquainted with its contents. 


Bound Tracts. : No. 38. 

‘A Series of Tracts, on the Doctrines, Order, and Polity 

of the Presbyterian Church in the United States of 

America, embracing several on practical subjects, in eleven 
volumes. 12mo. (Cong. Lib.) 


These tracts have been before the church in separate form, and many 
of them have been widely circulated, and extensively useful. They 
are now collected in eleven neat duodecimo volumes. The entire series 
would form a most appropriate and valuable addition to the house- 
hold library of every Presbyterian family. Many of them treat in 
a masterly manner of subjects of vital importance connected with 
the doctrines, order, and polity of our church. Others are of a prac- 
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tical character; but it is characteristic of the doctrinal teaching of 
Presbyterians, that it is either cast into a practical form, or drawn 
out in inferences and applications of that character. This may be 
given as a prominent merit of the series.

Dr. Goodwin was one of the most learned and laborious of the non-con- 
formists. He died in London, 1679, aged 80, in full assurance of 
hope and signal triumph. He was a popular writer in his day, and 
although his style is somewhat antiquated, it is sufficiently expressive 
of the sterling and pious thoughts of the eminent author. This 
treatise is a beautiful illustration of Psalm Ixxxv. 8, in which the 
author discusses, in a comprehensive way, a subject but too little con- 
sidered—the answer of prayer. 


: Wharey’s Church History. No. 45.

RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


The following action was taken at the General Assembly held in Cin- 
cinnati, in 1850, in regard to the “ Home and Foreign Record.” 


Resolved, As the action of the last General Assembly has resulted in 
the establishment of the “Home and Foreign Record,” that paper is 
hereby recommended, and the ministers and churches are urged to exert 
themselves to place it in every Jamily, as the organ, indirectly, of the 
church, on many important subjects. 


The Assembly held in Philadelphia, 1853, 


Resolved, That it be recommended to all our pastors to endeavour to 
increase the circulation of the “Home and Foreign Record,” the organ 
of the Boards of the church, in order that our churches may be better 
acquainted with their respective plans and operations, and be induced 
to contribute more liberally towards their support. 


The Assembly held at N ashville, Tennessee, in 1855, 


Resolved, That our ministers and elders be earnestly exhorted to secure 
a wider circulation to the “ Hofhe and Foreign Record,” now published 
at so reduced a price as to make it accessible to the poorest members of 
our church. 


And the Assembly held at Indianapolis, Indiana, in 1859, 


fiesolved, That the Assembly would especially commend the “ Home 
and Foreign Record ” to a more general patronage throughout the church; 
trusting that in its diligent perusal, members of the communion might 
catch more of the spirit of missions and of Christian benevolence so 
richly pervading its columns. They also recommend “The Sabbath- 
Schoo] Visitor” as a most excellent publication to be circulated through 
our Sabbath-schools and among the children of our charge.—Minutes, 
p. 545. 
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
